Hi t s Corporations B u t 


Avoids Average Incomes

WASHINGTON, Aug 
21. — Rf 
feels of the Roosevelt tax-the-rich 
hill are shown by the following; 
Q. How Is the average man's tax 
affected? R.—It Isn’t. The income 
tax remains at 4 percent. 
Exemp­ 
tions stay at $2,500 for a married 
man and $1,000 for a single person. 
T he exemption of $400 for each 
child is unchanged. 
Q.— How much does a man have 
to earn before the new taxes bite 
Into his Income? 
A.—|50,0O0. 
His 
surtax then la increased from 30 to 
31 percent. 
T hat Increases so the 
more he earns the more tax he 
pays. 
The limit Is 76 percent on 
incomes above $5,000,000. 
Boosts Corporation Tax 
Q.— How does President Roose­ 
velt hope to redistribute wealth 
through the hill? 
A.— Ry adding to 
the taxes of corporations and the 
rich in the hope that 
eventually 
taxes will be reduced on the poor 
and the person of moderate means. 
Q.—How- are 
corporation 
taxes 
Increased* A.— By graduating them 
■o that the corporation which has 
small income pays less tax than 
one with a large Income. 
At pres 
ent all corporations pay 13J percent 
income tax. 
Under this bill a cor 
poration that has a net income of 
only $2,000 a year gets its taxes re­ 
duced to 121 percent. 
Any corpo­ 
ration with an Income in excess of 
$40,000 must take a tax increase, 
from the present 13J to 15 percent 
Anytime a corporation begins to 
earn more than IO and less than 15 
percent of its value It must pay an 
excess profits tax of 6 percent, 
lf 
It starts earning more than 15 per 
cent of its value. It has to pay 12 
percent tax on the excess. 
Bill Hits Large Estates 
The bill also prevents a corpora 
tion from cutting its taxes down by 
passing along dividends to an affili 
ated corporation. 
Such dividends 
now exempt from taxation, would 
be taxed at the rate of IJ percent 
Q.—Does the bill strike at the 
rich any other way except through 
higher surtaxes? 
A.— Yes, through 
Increased 
taxes 
on 
estates that 
wealth 
men leave 
when they die 
Under this bill a man pays 2 per 
cent on an estate of more than 
$40,000. 
That tax increases until 
the federal government gets about 
three-fourths of an 
estate 
worth 
$50,000,000. 
Q.— How much money will the 
federal government make out. of 
this bill? 
A —About $250,000,000 
year. 
Q —How far will that go toward 
balaclng the budget? 
A.—Not very 
far. It will pay the expenses of the 
government, at the present rate of 
expenditure, for about ten days or 
two weeks.

Dr. Schacht, who has 
done a good Job of castigating th# Individ­ 
ualists, might go further and confess that 
the Nail atate's policy, which seek* to sub­ 
m erge Individuals In the state, tends to put 
a premium on the usefulness of rowdies la 
th# proc#** of submerging minorities. 


Humor In Politic# 
Expression* of sorrow over the death of 
Will Rogers exceeded what would have bean 
tha expectations of his greatest admirers 
had they foreseen his untimely death. There 
must be a spacial reason for such univer­ 
sal tribute to a man who claimed to he 
nothing hut a humorist. 


The reason is to be found In the fact 
Mr. Rogera was a special kind of humorist. 
Mw mad# hi# fun at the expenae of Impor­ 
tant men and Important Issues. Ha had * 
peculiar knack of looking through superfi­ 
cialities to the gist of the problem and dis­ 
closing whatever Inconsistencies might he 
present. 


His admirers learned to respect hit views 
even while they were laughing at them. 
Few humorists attain aa high a position. 
To say that Will Rogera had more effect 
on public iffairs than any single commen­ 
tator would not be exaggeration, hut merely 
recognition of hi* Importance. 


Politics encourages the serious approach, 
because It Is a serious activity. Unfortun­ 
ately, the serious approach frequently de­ 
feat* lls ends 
by 
becoming loo serious. 
There Is need for an ability among politi­ 
cians and tho## who writ# about them to 
stand off and look at political problem* 
with appreciation of the hum or and Incon­ 
sistencies which so frequently are present. 
Will Rogers had that ability. One of the 
principal causes of grief over hts passing 
Is the fart there Is no one In sight to take 
his place.

Conjunctivitis is the big nam e 
given an Inflammation of the mem­ 
brane which cover# the eyeball and 
lines 
the eyelids. 
This 
delicate 
membrane is known as the con­ 
junctiva. 
One 
form 
of 
conjunctivitis 
is 
called "pink eye”. 
It Is so named 
because the Inflamed eyes take on 
a deep pink color. 
Although pink 
eye may he associated with a cold 
or follow exposure to sun or wind, 
It Is due to an Infection with a 
germ. 
Perhaps the most common 
type of germ responsible for this 
trouble is the “pneumococcus,’' the 
germ of pneumonia. 
It also results 
from 
another 
germ 
the 
"K och- 
W eeks bacillus.” 
But let us forget Its cause and 
hear in mind that the disease Is 
highly 
infectious 
and 
q u i c k l y 
spread to the whole household. 
It 
Is passed from person to person 
through the use of common bed­ 
linen, 
towels, 
w ashcloths, 
soap, 
and other contam inated ob jects. 
Symptoms of Disease. 
In the mild cases of conjunctiv­ 
itis. there is slight redness, a wat- 
ery discharge and a tendency of 
the lids to stick together. 
In se­ 


vere cases the discharge becom es 
thick and yellow, closely resem b­ 
ling pus. 
In this aliment there is pain in 
and around the eyes and they are 
extrem ely sensitive to bright lights. 
T he congestion during the acute 
stages causes the eyes to become 
quite red. much 
more than 
pink 
indeed 
Mild 
infections 
do 
not 
produce 
symptoms 
that continue 
very long. 
The eves should be bathed freely 
with a solution of boric acid. using 
an eye cup. 
In my experience J 
h are found xine chloride one grain 
to the ounce, to be a vory useful 
local 
application. 
The 
e y e l i d ! 
should be kept free of the cru st­ 
like deposits which quickly form . 
Chronic conjunctivitis 
presents 
greater d ifficu lties. 
It is alw ays 
beet to consult with your physlcan 
and do as he says. 
Among the 
chronic form s 
is 
one known 
as 
“trachom a.” 
Ths Is a very serious 
condition 
and 
unless 
properly 
taken care of may result in serious 
danger to the eye. 


Improve Body Hygiene. 
Most 
cases 
of 
conjunctivitis 
would 
he prevented 
if 
everyone 
used great care In the body by- 
glens. 
Also, 
I 
want 
to 
warn 
against other dangers, 
I refer to 
the failure to observe proper care 
about 
the 
cleanliness 
of 
public 
washrooms, 
beaches, 
camps 
and 
other such place*. 
Som etim es im ­ 
properly steriliied swimming pools 
will spread the disease on a large 
acale. 
lf your eyes itch or are inflam 
sd keep your finger* away from 
them. 
Never rub your eyes with 
soiled fingers. 
Indeed, the hands 
should rarely touch the face. 
If 
only 
one 
eye 
is 
affected 
with conjunctivitis rigid cleanliness 
may 
prevent 
the 
disease 
from 
spreading to the other eye. 
But 


pink eye is so very infectious th at 
it is rare indeed to have H confin­ 


ed to one eye. 
Pink eye is seldom very serious 
and 
only 
infrequently 
does 
it 
present 
dangerous 
com plications. 
S trict adherence 
to the 
doctor’s 
advice will bring about speedy re ­ 


covery and prevent the spread of 
the disease to others.

lands withdrawn from

AAA crop reduction 
pro­ 
grams, 
national 
headquarters 
of 
the project has announced. 
Shelterbelt officials believes that 
all land needed for next year's strip 
planting can he obtained by coop­ 


erative agreem ents 
with 
farmers 
holding adjustm ent contracts. An­ 
nouncem ent of the new procedure 
revealed It is proposed largely to 
confine land acquisition for the 
shelterbelt to this method. 
U nder 
the 
arrangement, 
and 
agreem ent with land owners, trees 
may be planted on either contract­ 
ed acreage or on other lands se­ 
lected In lieu of *uch acreage, lf 
because of soil types, location or 
o ther reasons, the selected lauds 
are better suited. 
At the same time, the forest ser­ 
vice will enter Into a 
separate 
lease or option agreement with the 
land owner, providing for immed­ 
iate 
occupancy 
by 
the 
service 
which will Insure control of the 
land after expiration of the crop 
reduction contract. 
During life of the AAA contract 
no rental will be paid the farm er 
by the forest service for use of the 
lands.
